WHERE EXPANSION IS NEEDED, 


Our morning contemporary whistles 
down the wind an assertion made in 
these columns a few days ago, that 
the city of Los Angeles has enough | 
four-story brick blocks in it to last for 
the next ten years, and eees in the fact 
that others of that class of structures 
are to be built, that there is! 
a demand for them. The _ best 
friend to any city or any people’ 
is he who tells the truth about it, and 
while it is likely that many of the 
small buildings on our principal busi- 
ness streets will be, and for appear- 
ance’s sake should be, replaced by more 
presentable edifices, still the facts are 
that we today have storerooms enough 
in this city for a city-7with twice its 
population. Then why not be honest 
and say so? | 

The fact is, the newspaper that does 
the most to help populate and till the 
fruitful acres about this city, is the 
city’s best friend, and not the one 
that would have more vacant stores 
upon our streets and more people in all 
lines of business than can prosper. 

The population of the county of Los 
Angeles is only a trifle over 100,000 in- 
habitants; that of the city and its im- 
mediate subarbs is nearly 60,000, 
showing that 60 per cent. of the 
county’s population are dwellers in the 
city and not tillers of the soil. 

When the population of Los Angeles 
is 100,000 the population of the county 
should be 300,000 to preserve the equi- 
librium best conducive to a healthy 
growth and a prosperous people.

The Bureau of Amer 
ican Republics has received informa- 
tions of the organization of a corpo 
ration in Brazil under the name of the 


zil,”’ with a capital of $25,000,000 a 
large part of which has been furnished 
by bankers and merchants of Europe. 
The object is to establish twenty agri- 
Cultural settlements upon the public 
lands of Brazil, which are given free 
of cost by the Government to aid the 
enterprise; to cOnstruct lines of rail- 
way for placing these settlements ip 
communication with each other and 
their markets, to carry out engineer- 
ing works, mining operations and the 
manufacture of sugar, bricks, tiles, 
lime and other articles for export, a8 
well as for local consumption. 

The company poses to settle 
thousands of families from Europe, 
consisting of skilled agriculturists 
and mechanics, and transport them to 
Brazil, where houses will be prepared 
for their occupancy, and tools and im- 
plements furnished for their use. 
These colonists will be divided into 
Villages and scattered over the estate 
us a nucleus tor immigrants to be 
brought there later. The federal and 
several State governments of Brazil 
have ofiered a guaranty of 5 per cent. 
interest on one-third of the capital in- 
vested in the enterprise. 

An expedition was some time ago 
sent by the Argentine government up 
the Panama River to explore what is 
known as the Gran Chace” tract of 
country in the northern part of the 
Argentine Republic, as unknown as 
the interior ot Africa, The expedition 
bas returned, having traveled some 
four thousand miles and reports that 
the “Gran Ch ce,” which was sup- 
posed to be a sort of swamp, is on the 
contrary land of much promise, the 
climate being mild and he Ithy asd 
the soil richanddry.

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A RAILWAY BLACK LIST. 


Not Many Copies Are Printed and Out- 
siders Seldom See of Them. 

A decidedly queer little pamphlet is 

“TheConfidential Memorandum,” which 

is intended “for the exclusive use of / 

those persons to whom it is sent.” 


printer, proprietor or compiler, and be- 
sides having an exceedingly small tircu- 
lation it makes its appearance only about 
twice a year. The persons to whom it 
is mysteriously sent keep it under lock 
and key and refer to it fh a sufteptitious 
manner. It passes through the mails in 
a plain sealed envelope, and letter post- 
age is pid thereon. Nothing improper 
is printed in the ““Memorandum,” and 
yet its pages are guarded with jealous 
care. 

“The Confidential Memorandum” is 
neither more nor less than a railroad 
black list, and it contains some startling 
information about various people whose 
names are not unknown to the American 
public. Only the higher officers of rail- 
ways can obtainit. Some persons whose 
names are contained therein might con- 
sider the charges brought against them 
libelous, and so to avoid responsibility 
and evade law suits the names of the 
publishers and the place of publication 
are not printed upon the title page.” 


Nearly every railroad inthe United 


States is a part proprietor in the ‘‘Mem- 
orandum,” and those who compile it 
draw their pay and inspiration from the 
records of hundreds of railroads in 
Uncle Sam’s domain. Little short of a 
special dispensation of Providence en- 
ables any one except a railroad official 
to see the book. | 

The book contains nineteen pages of 
names of delinquents and seven pages of 
the names of periodicals and their edit- 
ors who abused the courtesies extended 
to them by railroads. Notwithstanding 
the edicts of the interstate commerce 
law an uncommonly large number of 
persons other than railroad men secure 
passes. and reduced rates from railroads, 
and it frequently happens that the re- 
cipients dispose of these favors to friends, 
scalpers and even to strangers ‘‘for a 
consideration.” 

When a person is detected in loaning, 
selling, exchanging or altering a pass, 
his name appears in the next issue of the 
‘‘Memorandum,” and when he next ap- 
plies to any road for favors he is met 


- with a fixed smile and a polite excuse, 


but never the true one. 

Unhappily there are found on the 
black list the names and residences of 
several clergymen, as well as statesmen, 
who have abused the privilege. The 
charges. are in some cases stated in an 
almost brutally specific manner, and 
would prove rather shocking reading to 
the wives, children or friends of the cul- 


prits. 

Among the ‘“‘A’s” are twenty-three 
names, including that of a clergyman, 
whois charged with altering and loan- 
ing half-fare permits. The list of sixty- 
eight names commencing with ‘**B” de- 
scribes one as a theatrical agent and a 
“d. b., first water.” 

There are sixty-five names under the 
head of °**C:” among them is that of a 
mat.in Houston, Tex., who represents 
himself asa special correspondent of a 
New York newspaper; ‘and is summed 
up as-)‘a-fraud.” A Santa Fe preacher 
is accused of altering a half-fare permit 
to include his wife, and an ex-represent- 
ative in Congress is charged with loan- 
ing his. pass. 

A. tnember of Chicago’s Citizen's 
league is known to have sold his pass to 
a scaiper, and so will get no more such 
favors. 

Hangers-on of theatrical companies, a 
member of ‘the lower legislature and 
editors of small journals are mentioned 
on the list.—New York World. 


Antiquity of the Cat. 

As tegards the remoteness of the pe- 
riod at which the dog and the cat were 
domesticated, it is true that remains of 
the former animal are found in the lake 
dwellings of central Europe. On the 
other Hand, we read of the cat in Sans- 
crit writings older than the beginning 
of our era, and we find it pictured on 
Egyptian monumentsof Pharaonic times. 
Moreover, the cat, being sacred to Isis. 
was often mumuniified, and some of the 
cat mummies date from 4,000 years ago. 
Tn our day cate are distinguished for at- 
tachment to localities rather than to 
persons: but it may be doubted whether 
this,was so in ancient Ezypt, where for 
ages they were treated with unvarying 


kindhess, and even with veneration.—

TREMENDOUS |RAPID FIRING. 


A Six Inch Gun Pours Out Shot After 
Shot at Enormous Speed. 

Some important experiments were car- 
ried out at the artillery rango of Sir W. 
G. Armstrong, Mitchell & Co. The 
principal object of trial was a six inch 


on a mounting of new design, specially 
arranged to be suitable for either the 
upper decks or the between deck bat- 
teries of our new cruisers. Another 
feature of this trial was the use of cord- 
ite, the new smokeless gunpowder, 
which has been the subject.of extensive 
trial during the last twelve months and 
seems likely to make a complete revolnu- 
tion in artillery warfare. The proof of 
this gun was carried out by the Wool- 
wich authorities at Silloth, when the 
remarkable velocity of 2,669 f.s. was 
— with a charge of cordite pow- 
er. 

The programme began by firing five 
rounds with a charge of E X E powder 
and service projectile for rapidity. The 
total time of firing these five rounds was 
sixty-one seconds. The same experiment 
was then carried out with a charge of 
cordite, but after three rounds the firing 
was stopped for afew minutes to remove 


tion, caused by sand getting into the 
3 _ The first three rounds of this series 
were fired in twenty-four seconds, and 
the second two in fifteen seconds. Five 
rounds were then fired with E X E 
powder (non-smokeless) and service pro- 
jectile at a target which consisted of two 
casks lashed together with a flag above 
them, at 900 yards range. 

There being no wind the smoke hung 

a great deal, and the firing was there- 
fore directed by an observer who stood 
clear of the smoke. The five rounds 
were fired in sixty-one seconds, tho tar- 
get being struek twice, the other three 
shots just missing. 
- To show the advantage of cordite over 
the E X E powder five rounds were then 
fired with the former at the same target, 
the flag and staff of which still remained 
upright, as the tide being low the target 
rested on sand. It was found quite feas- 
ible to fire with the utmost rapidity, and 
yet, on account of the smokcless quality 
of the powder, to aim each shot deliber- 
ately. The result was that out of the 
five shots the target was actually struck 
four times (which completely destroyed 
the casks and perforated the flag several 
times), and the last shot wes only five 
yards short; and these five rounds with 
the above remarkable accuracy were got 
off in the suprisingly short time of fifty- 
five seconds. 

Five rounds with E X E were now 
fired, changing from one target to an- 
other, three targets being placed at 
ranges 900, 1,400 and 1,800 yards, and 
spread out so that the had to be 
traversed through a considerable arc of 
training in going from one to the other. 
The results were as follows: 1, 900 yards, 
hit target; 2,900 yards, hit target; 3, 
1,400 yards, fifty yards over; 4, 1,400 
yards, hit target; 5, 1,800 yards, hit tar- 
get, cutting flagstafi. 

The total time of these five rounds 
was 8 minutes and 43 seconds, but 
a@ few seconds’ delay was occasioned 
by the cap of a cartridge case, which 
was only temporarily secured for these 
experiments, falling off in the gun 
during loading, which necessitated re- 
loading. Five rounds of cordite, under 
similar conditions to the last series, were 
now fired at the 900 and 1,400 yards tar- 


visible. The results were as follows: 
1, 900 yards, hit target; 2, 900 yards, hit 
target, cutting flagstaff; 3, 1,400 yards, 
ten yards over; 4, 1,400 yards, five yards 
over; 5, 1,400 yards, twenty yards over. 
The total time for these five rounds was 
1 minute 37 seconds. 

The gun was then fired with 5 degs., 
10 degs., 12 degs., 15 degs. and 20 degs. 
elevation, with charges of EXE and 
cordite, to test the mounting, and except 
for a little difficulty in running out when 
at 20 degs. elevation everything went 
perfectly.—London Times. 


A Felon Cure. 

An old sufferer from felons thus tells 
how to get rid of them: ‘‘I was engaged 
in marking iron with white lead and 
turpentine, and having a felon coming 
on my finger dipped it frequently into 
the mixture. As the iron was quite 
warm which I was marking at the time, 
[I found the next morning that there was 
a small yellow spot where I felt the 
felon. 1 opened this, and had no more 
trouble from it. The next time! felt 
one coming I procured some turpentine 
and bathed the part affected frequently 
and held it riear a warm surface to dry, 
with the same result as at first. Since 
then I have used it several times, always 
with the same result.”——New York Jour- 
nal.
